Thames. Poor Atkins was highly respected in the 
neighbourhood—and with good reason, as it was 
plainly in the faithful discharge of his duty that he 
met with his death. 

It appears that at a very early hour on Thursday 
morning, Sept. 22, a determined attempt to enter 
and rob the mansion known as 

THE KNOLL, 
Kingston Hill, the residence of Mr. H. L. Powyskecki 
was frustrated by the appearance upon the scene of 
Police-Constable Frederick Atkins, 356 V Division, 
who was shot by the would-be burglar or burglars, 


and mortally wounded. Standing, as it does, in the 
midst of а copse on a hill overlooking an extensive 
country, The Knoll isa place which would most likely 
commend itself to the passing tramp. The district is 
noted as the haunt of persons of this class, and among 
its institutions is & building known as the German 
Lodging-House orthe Tramps’ Home. Inthe matterof 
shooting at policemen the place has long had an 
unenviable notoriety, & murder almost identical in 
its circumstances with the present one having been 
committed some sevenyears ago ; while it is not more 
than three years since Constable Molens was fired 


upon as he interfered with the operations of a man 
who was trying to break into the post office. It is 
stated that about ten o'clock on the Wednesday 
night the occupants of The Knoll retired to rest. 
The house was previously ascertained to have been 
thoroughly secured, and there was the most perfect 
quiet until between one and two o'clock in the 
morning, when Mr. J. Short, the butler, heard what 
seemed to be the 


REPORT OF A PISTOL. 


He immediately got out of bed; and, accompanied 
by the housekeeper, who had also been roused by the 
noise, he went over the house, but found everything 
as it had been left the night before. While search. 
ing on the ground floor, however, a moan was heard 
coming from the outside; and, on opening the front 
door, a constable was found lying outside insensible 
and bleeding. 'The whole household were aroused, 
and Mr. Powyskecki communicated with the police 
station in London-road, Kingston, and several 
inspectors were sent to The Knoll. A sentry on 
duty at the barracks heard the reports of a revolver, 
and gave the alarm, while Mr. Sanders, 
THE NIGHT PATROL, 
reined in his borse when the first shot was fired, and 
almost immediately heard the following two. The 
wall of Richmond Park bounds The Knoll in the 
rear, and over it the burglar, in all probabilitv, 
escaped. 
ATKINS'S DYING STATEMENT. 

Dr. Roots, divisional surgeon, Kingston, examined 
the injured man, and found him to be in a dying 
condition, and unable to be removed to a hospital. 
He was consequently conveyed to the police station, 
where a further medical examination showed that he 
had received three wounds, "опе bullet entering the 
upper part of the chest, penetrating the lung, one in 
the abdomen, and another in the left thigh. After 
restoratives were administered, Atkins was questioned 
by Inspector Bond and Dr. Roots, and replied with 
great difficulty. He said he did not know how the 
affair occurred. He further said, 

“Т did not see anybody or hear anything which 
should lead me to imagine there were burglars at 
work. I went along the avenue slowly, according to 
my usual custom when on duty there, but there was 
no one about. Before I was aware of anything I 
saw something like the gleam of a lantern, and then 
whispers, after which there was a report, and then I 
felt I was struck by something sharp in the chest. I 
turned to one side quickly, when another shot was 
fired, and that is all I can remember." Не said he 
did not remember that there was a struggle. 
Inspectors Bond, Rushbridge, and Crowther then 
made an examination of the premises, and ascertained 
that an attempt had been made to enter the residence 
through the window of a lavatory at the side of the 
house. The opening was barred, but

had removed one of the iron bars, and were, it is 
thought, about to enter the house when disturbed 
by the police constable. A lantern and a “(еліту ” 
were found underneath the bushes in the grounds.

DEATH OF ATKINS. 

Constable Atkins died at half-past one on the 
Friday morning, just twenty-four hours after he 
was shot. Endeavours were made to procure from 
him some further information as to his assailants, 
but he could add nothing to his first statement. 
When questioned at intervals of semi-consciousness 
by those who were gathered round his bedside at the 
police station in London-road, he invariably replied, 

** No, no, no! I don’t know how it occurred. Oh, 
my chest! I am dying." An examination of the 
body showed the presence of three wounds, which 
had evidently been caused by shots fired from a 
revolver, and by one person; this theory being 
accepted owing to the fact that the perforations are 
near to one centre, as, had there been more then one 
firearm exploded, the bullet must have taken a dif- 
ferent direction when entering the flesh. 


A WRONG ARREST. 
The local police, aided by several officers from 
Scotland-yard, have been making inquiries in the 
neighbourhood, and the day after Atkins was shot a 
carrier at Kingston was taken into custody. A 
screwdriver which had been found at The Knoll had 
the initial “Е.

THE FUNERAL OF CONSTABLE 
ATKINS AT WALTON-ON- 
THAMES 


was the occasion of a remarkable tribute of respect to 
hismemory. We sentour Artist down to sketch the 
Scene, which is faithfully represented in his Draw- 
sng. The interment took place on Thursday 
Sept. 29, exactly a week after the poor fellow was 
Shot, the place of burial being the picturesque 
cemetery adjoining St. Mary's Church, Walton-on- 
Thames. Considerably over a thousand constables, 
from London and intervening districts, took part in 
the procession; and Walton was crowded as it 
Seldom is by visitors from the neighbouring towns 
and the metropolis. No less than three special 
trains arrived during the morning with divisions of 
police from London, while vehicles of ail descrip- 
tions brought people from the adjoining districts to 
Witness or take part in the funeral ceremony. 
Many of the shops were closed, and in many 
Private houses the blinds were drawn as а 
mark of respect. The house of the murdered man’s 
father (who is a Walton greengrocer) was guarded 
during the day by a special detachment of police, 
and the surging crowd which almost blocked the 
approaches to’ the building made this precaution not 
at all unnecessary. At 2.30 p.m. the procession 
started, the coffin—which, on account of the short 
distance to be traversed, was carried by deceased's 
companions—being preceded by the police band. 
Behind the remains walked the father, mother, 
brother, sister, and other relatives; the orders ot 
Oddfellows and Foresters, the fire brigades of 
Kingston and Walton, a detachment of the Surrey 
constabulary, and about 1300 of the Metropolitan 
police force. On arriving at the churchyard the 
body was lowered into the grave, and the funeral 


service was conducted by the Rev. Mr. M‘Gowan, | 
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according to the ritual of the Church of England. | 
Mr. Hewett delivered an address, and Mr. G. W. 
Ayliffe, of the local division, Manchester Union 
of the Order of Oddfellows, read aloud the oration 
peculiar to that order. The coffin was of polished 
elm, with a plate which bore the following inscrip- 
tion :— 


FREDERICK ATKINS, 
died Sept. 23, 1881, aged 23. 


Before the coffin was lowered into the grave, Mrs. 
and Miss Digby laid wreaths on the coffin, as did 
many others. After the service a number. of the 
police filed past, and took a last look at the coffin of 
their murdered companion. Before the grave was 
filled in, the coffin was completely hidden from sight 
by the mass of flowers thrown upon it; and by
